Deacons, 2 
‘plied to the Chicf Justice (Sir 
‘Henry Gollnn)~for the ¢apital of 
the company to be reduced. 
Mr. Sheldon sald the cbject of 
the company. was to‘inveat the 
‘private fortunes of a family who 
were residing in-Australia. Two 
members of the family wished to 
withdraw tholr shares and that 
was the reason for tho desired ro- 
duction of capital, - 

His Lordship said it was rather 
‘eurtous, “and remarked that. he 
would like to hear somo of tha 
facts. . 7 

Mr. Sheldon reforred his Lord- 
ship to the affidavits on the file 
and read them to the following 
effect. The company was incor- 
porated In 1919 as a private com- 
pany limited by shares and with a 
registered office at the Chartered 
Bank: building. The capltal was 
£1,000,000, divided «into. 1,000,000 
shares of £1 cach. The company 
hind issued 360,000 of {ta shares 
and the sum of £1 per’ share had 
been: paid up. 

By a special resolution, pasacd
